Increasing Needs Made Contin- 
uance of Assessment Plan Im- 
practicable, Statement Says. 


The Committee on-Increase of the 
Episcopal Endowment, headed by J. P. 
Morgan, announced yesterday that ef- 
fort had been begun to establish an en- 
dowment of. $3;000,000 to meet the’ ex- 
pensés of administering the office of 
Bishop of the New York Diocese. The 
intention is to invest the endowment to 
yield $50,000 a year, the amount needed. 

“The present activity comes as a re- 
sult of a request made by Bishop Wil- 
liam T. Manning to the diocesan con- 
vention, held last May,’’ @ statement 
said. ‘‘ The Bishep pointed out that the 
expenses. of administering the affairs 
of the diocese had been constantly grow- 
ing, while. the endowment had not been 
increased for twenty years. Most of 
the amount has been furnished by an- 
nual assessments levied upon each par- 
ish, the budget of each one being taken 
as’a basis for the assessment. 

“Bishop Manning said that this ar- 
rangement, while generously met each 
year, had grown to be a burden on the 
parishes, and requested that the endow- 
ment be increased to meet présent' needs.

There is an endowment fund 
of $214,000, which yields $9,000 .a year;

WASHINGTON, March 30.—The: prom- 
inence that has been given to America’s 
claim against Germany for the cost of 
the American Army of Occupation. on 
. the Riiine has had the-effect of focusing 
attention on the claims of American 
private citizens against: Germany . and 
plans for their adjustment and payment. 

Colonel Thomas W. Miller, the. Alien 
Property Custodian, who has been con- 
sidering various aspects of the problem 
relating to alien property held by his of- 
fice and who called at the White House 
yesterday for a conference with Presi- 
dent Harding, has submitted to the 
President! a tentative plan for dealing 
with alien. property which he believes 
will afford protection to the former own- 
ers of this property and at the same 
time make use of this property tempo- 
rarily with a view to paying some of the 
American claimants. ; 

At the same time this Government, it 
is understood, will propose to the Ger- 
man Government the formation of -a 
German-American Mixed Claims Com- 
mission to deal with the subject of 
claims between the two countries. One 
of the first duties of the new American 
Ambassador to Germany, A. B. 'Hough- 
ton, will. be to negotiate with the Ber- 


lin Government for the creation of such | 


a commission. 

American claims against 
amount to something like $400,000, 
but it is altogether probable that like all 
claims thes® will be.scaled down con- 
siderably when considered by the Mixed 
Claims Commission that is proposed. 
These claims include those growing out 
of the sinking of the Lusitania and 
other vessels by German submarines as 
a result of which Americans lost their 
lives and property, as well as claims for 
American property seized by the German 
alien property custodian, and other 
claims presented by Americans to the 
State Department for damages alleged 
to have been sustained in Germany dur- 
ing the war period. 

The German Government has been of- 
fering to pay some of the latter claims 
in depreciated. marks, but American of- 
ficials have warned Americans that they 
do not have to take depreciated marks, 
that théy would do so at their own risk, 
a& information has reached officials 
in’ Washington that. American claimants 
generally are refraining from accepting 
payment in depreciated marks. 

In the definite decision as to how Ger- 
many will pay American claimants the 
only lever this Government can use is

Germany, it is now ascertained, has two 
tax laws.

AUTHOR AND ARTIST 
IN DUEL WITH FISTS 


Harry Leon Wilson and Theodore 
Criley Fight Five Knockdown 
Rounds in California. 


. SAN FRANCISCO, March 30.—Harry 
Leon Wilson, author and playwright, 
and Theodore Criley,; artist, fought a 
duel last Saturday; according to a story 
printed in The San Francisco Examiner 
today. There-were no clashing blades 
nor. silver-mounted pistols. The duel 
was fought in a sheltered glen near

The. c@mposer has shown a very con- 
siderable technical resodurce and in- 
genuity in developing his variations; in 
musica! substance and all the resources 
of modern orchestration, in which in- 
struments of percussion and .especially 
the tam-tam of the largest size and 
resonance play an important part. He 
own, in fact, knowledge and skill in 

large measure. There\is also imagina- 
tion jin many of the variations; but 
hardly a very vital kind of inspiration; 
and the. lack of contrast in the spirit 
and expression of thd series of varia- 
tions’ gives thre piece a certain heaviness 
and monotony of effect before the end 
is reached, It is not everybody who an 
sustain fhe interest of this form as 
Brahms did in the finale of his fourth 
symphony, 

Diepenbrock’s overture was intended 
for a performance of Aristophanes’s 
comedy. It has something of the comic 
spirit and verve. It has also a good 
deal of bird. chatter, appropriate, no 
doubt, to the cccasion, but here again 
Mr. Diepenbrock invited dangerous 
comparigons, for it is not. everybody 
who can make the birds speak with ny 
much point as they spoke to Siegfried 
He has some ideas of value, but this’ 
plece seems to show a lack of construc- 
tive skill and a leck of skill in writing 
for the orchestra, 

Mr. Van Goudoever is 9 very young 
man. He is a good ‘cellist, and is to be 
especially commended for ‘his tone; but 
much less for his ideas of musical com- 
position. There are an andante tran- 
quillo on an allegretto, which he has in- 
tended, the program notes say, to con- 
trast with the following tango or‘ fox 
trot. He has written these with much 
extravagance of manner, but with no 
extravagant expenditure of musical 
thought, and without extricating him- 
self from the slough of commonness Into 
which this brilliant intention was likely 
to lead him. 

It is easy enough to use tango and fox 
trot rhythms and formulas with the jazz 
effects obtainable from the modern 
orchestra—not forgetting the tam-tam, 
for which he shares Mr. Dopper’s 
predilection—and thereby capture: the 
favor 6f pert of the audience.

PREVENTING A CHEMISTS’ WAR. 


While Senator WadsworTH voted 
for the treaty regulating the use of 
submarines and prohibiting noxious 
gases in warfare, he expressed the 
opinion that such gases would be em- 
ployed even by one of the signatory 
Powers in a war in which its life was 
at-stake. The Senator also argued 
that fighting with “ asphyxiating, 
** poisonous or other gases, and all 
*‘analagous liquors, materials or de- 
** vices,’’ 
_| fighting with explosive shells, shrap- 
nel, machine guns, rifles and gren- 
ades. He cited figures from the Sur- 
geon General’s report of 1920 that 
showed a co paratively small number 
‘of fatalities In the American Army in 
Frence from gas injuries. These 
tables have often done duty, and those 
who make use of them would have 
us. believe that in another great con- 

uct gas attack would be no more 
deadly than in 1915-18. What do the 
chemists who have vastly improved 
upon German - invention since the 
armistice think of that? Particularly, 
what do the American chemists who 
are working with the Chemical War- 
fare Service ofjthe United States 
Army think of it? The truth is:that 
in this discussion about the deadliness 
of gases in warfare the figures of 
the Surgeon General's report are now 
irrelevant. 

In a recent number of Chemical 
Warfare, the army publication, it is 
said that three distinct ‘‘ types’’ of 
gas could be used by aviators: the 
mustard gas “ type,’’ which is “ ex- 
tremely poisonous,)’ and against which 
there is no ‘ sufficient protection "’ 
known; the phosgene ‘“‘type,’’ of 
which ‘‘ even a single breath may 
cause death ’’; and the lachrymator 
“ type,’’ the best of which ‘‘ are either 
‘liquids or solids of high boiling poimt 
‘* and low vapor pressure, and there- 
** fore relatively persistent.’’ It would 
be. interesting to know how “ ef- 
fectivd,’’ the chemists of Great. Brit- 
ain, France, the United States and 
Germany have made the new gases 
with the Intricate names. In a lecture 

om chemical warfare before a service 
organization,~Captain S. J. M. AULD, a 
British: gas expert, said recently of 
the loosing of & cloud of chlorine by 
the Germans in April, 1915, ‘* the 
** deadliest weapon ‘so far invented by 
** man had been forged.’ He added: 

From that date till the close of hos- 

tilities the developments in chemical 
warfare were so far-reaching, so fun- 
damental, that to think of > as 
many still do, in terms of 1915 fs as 
anachronistic as ‘thinking of tomor- 
row’s battles in Aerms of WELLINGTON's 
campaigns. 

Captain AvLp says that ‘‘ since the

ENGLISH ‘SPOKEN wERE. 
Despite: the slackening. of ‘immigta- 


if ton during the last tén years and the 


quickening of interest in the teaching 
of English ‘to foreigners, the census 
figures show that westill have some 
distance to goin order to reach, for 
example, the literacy condition of Fin- 
land or Denmark. Oné person in 
every nine of the foreign born over 
ten years of age is still unable to use 
the English language. ‘Down near the 
Mexican border the number of. the 
foreign born who are illiterate in Eng- 
lish-reaches 50 per cent. In certain 
otfter States it falls below 2 per cent. 
The. gratifying fact: about the gen- 
eral résult is‘that the average percent- 
age of illiteracy among the foreign 
born is only half of what it was in 
1910. Yet there are signs that with 
the subsidence’ of the. popular ardor 


which Paes x itself in the slogan 
that insisted. ipon ‘‘ one language ” 


and with the increased immigration 
of those who. come -without a. knowl- 
edge of English there’ will not be a 


halving of the percentage in the 


decade which we have entered. 

There was published in. Tue Times 
of March 12 an account of a remark- 
able work among the farmers and 
miners and other working men and 
women out in Minnesota on the Mesa- 
bg Range. Out of a rural population 
of over 100,000, more than 25 per 
cent. of the .adults.go to night school 
not only for weeks, but for months and 
even years. It. was not, however, 
until the women were givefi the fran- 
chise, and /then not until- the court 
refused to give the man his literacy 
and naturalization ‘papers unless his 
wife was also alle to show the same 
qualifications as the husband, that 
the schools began to thrive. ‘What the 
women of this city are beginning to 
do by private means through home 
teaching and special classes Ought to 
stir the city and State into doing their 
full duty; for the passage of the liter- 
acy amendment ‘to the Constitution 
sputs the State under a moral obliga- 
tion to see that the means of becoming 
literate are given to those who can 
enjoy the franchise only through lit- 
eracy. And perhaps in, New York, as 
in Minnesota, the women, grasping 
with ‘‘ nimbler brain ’’ what American 
citizenship ,means to them and their 
children, may bring the men more 
rapidly forward...

EXPORTS OF HUMOR. 

Mr. Leacock. has just feturned from 
England, whither he sailed as a sort 
of merchant adventurer with a= pre- 
eiows cargo of American humor. He 
reports. satisfactory sales, with few 
goods thrown back on his hands as un- 
intelligible. But he left behind him 
in London another advance agent of 
American products in the humorous 
line, Mr. Patrick FRaNcIs MURPHY. 
He was for several years one of our 
most admired and soughttafter speak- 
ers at public banquets in this city. 
His amazing facility in pouring out 
a flood of (apparently)-unprémeditat- 
ed epigrams, uttered with an air of 
inspired idiocy, was long a_standing 
metropolitan wonder. We now read 
of his startling (and puzzling) the 
English by the first discharge of his 
verbal pyrotechnics at the American 
Luncheon Club in London. Later re- 
turns will be awaited with interest and 
even anxiety " 

The emergence abroad’ of this once 
highly approved after-dinner speaker 
in New York might suggest melan- 
choly reflections on the fate of men 
who win a fleeting fafme in that ca- 
pacity: They come and go like favon- 
ites of thé opera or the theatre. Three 
or four seasons are apt td use them 
up. One year they are speaking at 
every big dinner; the next they are 
heard scarcely at all, In’this kina of 
after-dinner monarchy, or tyranny, Mr. 
Derew had’an uncommonly long reign. 
ven now, at a great age, in his ashes 
burn their wonted fires, from. which 
he pulls his roasted chestnuts with in- 
imitable zest. In his time he has seéh 
a, portentous list of rivals inf the art 
arrive and pass. Public taste in the 
matter of funny men is fickle, and 
people are all the time demanding that, 
if they are to be bored, they must at 
least be bored in a new way.

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INTERNATIONAL GOOD MANNERS. 

Behind and superior to formal di- 
plomacy and official negotiation be- 
tween Governments, the condition 
precedent of a successful working of 
the best-devised machinery for com- 
posing international controversies and 
averting. war is the will, the steady 
purpose, of each people to maintain 
peace, so far as possible. As Mr, 
Root said im his San Francisco ad- 
dress: “It is our duty so to direct 

* the foreign relations of our country

In’ the close, intercommunitation and 
interpenetration: of: modern ‘States, a 
wealth of disputes, misunderstand- 
ings, claims and cotmter-claims is in- 
evitable. They, can be settled amicably 
in the spirit of conciliation, compro- 
‘mise, friendly give-and-take: Repre- 
sentatives of the-nations can get. to- 
gether ‘* to’ talk things over,’’ as Mr. 
Roor says. ‘' if there isa controversy, 
r the most important thing * is to get

‘térs and organists of ‘ill will have 
been doing their best in both countries 
to. create an inflamed state of the 
public mind.

“Moré quarrels,’’ continues Mr. 
Roor, 
“from injuries. If democracy is to 
“ conduct: foreign. affairs. without tak- 
“ing the nation: into’strife, it must 
“not give cause for resentment in 
“the minds of other peoples.’’ That 
is, democracy must improve its inter- 
national manners. .Ambassadors treat 
one another as zentiemen. The sover- 
eigns they represent, the sovereign 
peoples, must do the same. Good 
temper; moderation, avoidance of 
heated and insulting language should 
prevail. Tho United States, in par- 
ticular, should act in accordance with 
its power, dignity, responsibility, and 
put Jefferson Brick and Elijah Pogram 
into the museum of unvenerable an- 
tiquities. 

‘*It should be ‘understood,’; Mr. 
‘Root frankly declares, ‘‘ that the 
‘* American people will taboo loose and 
‘** unfrieridly talk about the people of 
*‘ other . nations, and. such punish- 
‘ment '’—the withholding of votes 
from disturbers of peace—‘‘ will be the 
** first step in our conduct of foreign 
** affairs.’’ The taboo can’t be im- 
posed too soon; and it is refreshing to 
hear Mr: Root making this. needed 
plain talk in the hunting grounds of 
Chief Hiram.

RAILWAY LABOR CONFUSION. 

The hope that the Railroad Labor 
Board would bring order out of chaos 
has dwindled. There is a slim ‘chance 
that the conductors and trainmen may 
reach agreement with the managers. 
The engineers and firémen have 
abandoned their conferences as the 
alternativé to submitting. to the 
board’s decision. Hitherto the Big 
Four bretherhoods have presented a 
united front. Their organizations 
were national, but the wage contracts 
negotiated..by them were not. Now 
the traify brotherhoods. differ from 
‘each other. The other railway unions 
differ from the four, and do not agree 
with each other. The: Labor Board 
must either pursue its policy of sub- 
stituting national working rules for 
the national agreements imposed dur- 
ing the war,.or must suffer a limita- 
tion of its powers. ou 

It is natural for the engineers and 
firemen to hesitate to abandon their 
privileges. They have been paid for 
many years on a combination of rates 
according to both miles run and time 
required, The railways have recog- 
nized that neither method is. satisfac- 
tory alone. They might have con- 
tinued the practice approved by expe- 
rience if the wage increases had not 
made the overtime-and-a-half rates 
more than they“could bear, The rail- 
ways offered to seek no reduction of 
wages for work on the road if the 
overtime claim were abolished in yard 
and freight service. The two tmpin- 
men’s unions preferred to go to the 
Labor Board. 

There is less merit in-the demands of 
the sixteen, more or less, unfons af- 
filiated with the Federation of Labor. 
Their work is comparable with the 
work done in many other occupations. 
The: latter are overmanned and could 
easily replace the strikers. If, it is 
a hardship to ask the railway shop- 
workers to take less, it is a benevo- 
lence; to greater numbers at this time 
of unemployment to give them work. 
The railways have had no trouble in 
finding contractors to do their shop- 
work more cheaply than the com- 
panies can under the board’s condi- 
tions. On the one hand, the slop 
crafts are dissatisfied With the Labor 
Board and are asking President Har- 
vtnG to abolish it. On the other hand, 
the ‘ shopmen,- decline to agree with 
their employers. Some railways avoid 


to employ those with whom they can- 
not. agree: The Labor Board claims 
that’-this ousts it from its lawful 
functions. — : ; 
Whether one of those functions is 
to establish national working rules is 
a.question for the courts to settle. 
The board’s position is that working 
conditions are part of -the wage bar- 
gain. Economie conditions are .not 
the game throughout the. nation. e 
board is new to its work, and is learn- 
ing its duties, as the Interstate Com- 
merce ission ‘did: There is no 
doubt of its industry or excellent in- 
tentions, and the movement » for its 
abolition is certainly premature, ~

The passing 
of the grandiose New Theatre project, 
and the present abastément of ' the 
structure erected for it, is a monunrent 
to. the futility of mere steel and ma- 
sonry. It is to be noted furthermore 
that the museums named were ‘born 
separately and so survive. ‘Their de- 


velopment is conditioned not upon a |. 


jumble’ of neighbors under one roof 
but on’ their inner vitality. The mu- 
sical, dramatic and artistic village 
would sooner or later become cacoph+ 
onous, the Peace Memorial an Arma- 
geddon of art artists, 

If the city saw fit to buy separate 
sites for opera houses, art theatres, 
Symphony and chamber concerts, that 
would be an interesting though still 
debatable project. It is our custom to 
support the executive arts privately, 
and, excepting the drama, we are al- 
ready doing very well. The War 
Memorial is a matter wholly distinct.

The news dispatches of today state that 
the House Subcommittee on Naval Affairs, 
Gespite the opinion of the President and the 
recommendations of Mr. Denby afd officers 
of the ®avy Department, has set the number 
of enlisted -men_of. the navy at.a figure well 
below the requirements. 

While the countty at. large has approved 
the reduction tn ‘naval armament and wel- 
comés the reduced cost of maintaining the 
naval establishment, no real American will 
endo a policy which will absolutely cripple 
the havy as already reduced by the confer- 
ence. This is exactly what is being done 
by certain Congressmen. They know exactly’ 
how many Vessels we are to have under the 
55-3 ratio and they have Been fully in- 
formed regarding thé minimum requirements 
necessary for the efficient manning of this 
fleet. Their refusal to heed the advice of 


the Secretary of the Navy means simply that 
the ratio becomes 5—3—3, because it will be 
necessary to lay up part of the treaty. fleet 
unless sufficient men are available. Let 
us have economy in our national finances by 
all means, but if we have a navy it should 
and must be efficient.

$126,500,000. Nor is this all; for whereas 
our ‘total “imports ‘increased. $2,500,000 
over last year, the fmportations from 
Burope alone increased $16,800,000. In 
our trade with the whole of Europe dur- 
ing February, the surplus ‘of exports 
over: imports. fell “fram. $183,900,000 in 
1921 ‘to $57,400,000 in 1922. The lust- 
named figure becomes somewhat impres- 
sive when one finds from the record that 
our export ‘surplus to that Continent in 
Febtuary, 1912, was $62,900,000. 

Bxcess of exports in our trade iast 
month with England was $26,800,000; it 
was $29,700,000 in February, 1912. With 
France the export surplus is shown to 
have “been $4,300,000 last’ month, as 
against $3,400,000 in 1912; with Italy 
2,400,000 ag$ainst $2,300,000° in 191%. 
These comparisons are impressive. “On 
the one hand they go far toward ac- 
‘courting for the recent ‘great rise in our 
exthange rates against Europe; on the 
other they indicate something . like a 
‘milestone in the effort of our. revent 
@llies to reduce their accumulated trade 
indebtedness to. the United States and 
rectify their international economic po- 
sition. Of our February gold impor‘s, 
$4,300,000 came from England, $1,400,900 
from France and $23,700,000 from the 
whole of Burope. Considering also the 
knewn purchases of English and French 
securities by American investors !t is 
safp to say that, in the case of those two 
countries, at any rate, the true interna- 
tional balance swufg distinctly against 
the United States.

The International Harvester Company 
for 1921 reports gross sales of $121,- 
215,000, a reduction of 46 per\cent. froth 
the total for.1920. The net profit for 
the year was $4,149,900, compared with 
$16,655,300 the year before. ‘The busi- 
néss done in this country produced no 
profit,'says the report, the profit shown 
having been derived entirély from the 
company’s foreign trade. 

The net profits for the year fell far 
short of dividend requirements, which 
called for cash payments of $4,215,673 on 


common stock and $3,645,414 for stock- 
dividends. ‘These amounts, less the 
profits reported, were charged to the 
profit and loss surplus which reduced 
the account to $59,526,787 at the close of 
1921, compare with $68,350,741 at the end 
of 1920. 

Current assets were listed in the bal- 
ance sheet at $170,554,282 and current 
Habilities .at $27,507,540, leaving net 
working capital of $152,046,742. The as- 
sets included: Inventories $114,085,765, 
accounts receivable $56,283,380, invest- 
ments $823,484 and cash $8,361,651. 
Harold F. McCormick, President of the 
company, in his remarks to stockholders, 
said that the year 1921 was the ‘‘ worst 
in the history of the agricultural imple- 
ment business.”’ 

** Notwithstanding the conditions ad- 
werse to foreign trade,’’ Mr. McCormick 
continued, ** the volume. of fhe com.

WASHINGTON, March ,30.—The kill- 
ing ef Dr. Albert LeRoy ; Shelton, 4 
medical missionary of the Disciples of 
Christ, by bandits in Tibet last month 
followed the doctor's refusal ‘to follow 
the advice of local auttigrities’’’ against 
proceeding into a dist rbed. area, ac- 
cording to correspondencé ‘between the 
State.
